NOTE: Ad (a): All pending claims have been substantially amended through substantial amendment of claim 5, 
which, in the newly amended form has never been examined. Ad(b): the newly added limitation "for carriers emitted by the emitter 
region", which appears to limit "fully electrically active in the off-state" (N.B. due to indefinite claim language, not certain is, in examiner's 
reading whether said newly added limitation also limits "only partially active in the off-state") is not supported by the specification wherein 
said stop zone is described as active without qualification. The absence of any qualification is also in accord with expectations among
